Tatsu Maru ' Incident ' Causes 
Fiery Indignation at 



Canton, Maroh<.33, — ^The greatest In- 
dignation prevails here ■ against the 
government for yielding to tho Japan- 
ese demands .In the Tatsu Maru case, 
U being con.^ldored that the action has 
brought disgrace upon this iirovinee. 

The self-government society of Can- 
ton lias organized several monster 
meetings, at which .rcs(dutions were 
a<lopled tiiat the aiinlver.sary of the re- 
lease of the Tatsu >Varu bo nbscrved 
as a day of public mourning The reso- 
lution also declared a boycot against 
Japanese goods 

Jlore than 50,000 jiersons attended the 
mass meetings hold yi'Sterday Tho.-e 
who attended the nn'^elings were dra))- 
od in mourning, and twenty or more 
orators dellvercd'cUuinuciatory speech- 
es. Among the speakers was a 12- 
year-old boy, whose declamation 
against Hie Japanese caused tho 
greatest luithusiasm. A great number 
among tlio.^o who had assembled 
thereupon divested themselves of 
JupancHc garments, including caps and 
handkerchiefs, and made a huge bon- 
liro of them. One of the dealers in 
.lapanese goods offered to sacrifice hlo 
stock. The meeting recommended the 
impeachment of Yuan Shi Kai, of 
tho board of foreign affairs, for 
weakness In yielding to the Japanese. 

Hongkong, March 23. — The Japanese 
steamer Tatsu IMaru, which went 
ashore on Sunday, .arrived here safely 
today. Tens of thousands of Chinese 
have" started a. boyciitt on Japanese 
goods, placards were posted through- 
out Hongkong stating ;i ijoycott had 
been ordered, but they wore destroyed 
by the police. 

I'ekin. March 23. — Jariaii has asked 
China to take such steps as may bo 
necessary to jirevent a boycott on .Ta- 
pani'se goods in China, and to put an 
end to the ant 1 - Jaiianese agitation 
,i;i-owing out of the Tatsu Maru inci- 
dent. The native guilds and tho 
press .lie giving prominence to son- 
sat ioii.-i I reports of the Canton demon- 
stration agalnot the Japanese, Indicat- 
ing a widespread attempt to use_. tho 
Tatsu Maru case against the Pekln 
government as well as against Japan. 

It Is believed that a do^en or more 
of tho men recently taken into custody 
iHi the charge of agitating for reform 
have been executed, the particular ac- 
cusation against them being that tliey 
trafiicked in government secrets.

San Francisco, March 23. — Follow- 
ing an attack upon him by four Kor- 
eans at the I'^alrmont hotel last night. 
O. W . Stevens, adviser to the Japan- 
ese council at Seoul, was shot and 
perliaiis fatally wounded this morn- 
ing at the ferry dejiot as he was about 
to leave for Washington. Tlu^ shoot- 
ing was done by N. W. Chun, a 
Korean. 

Stevens was shot twice, one bullet 
ponetratlng his right lung, and the 
second tlio groin. A third bullet .struck 
a companion of the shooter, I. W. 
C'hing. A mob of 500 men pursued 
Stevens' assailant, and M. Seltant, a 
deputy in the assessor's ofllce, finally 
captured him. Mr. Stevens and the 
wounded Korean were taken to the 
Central Emergency hospital. 

At the Central Emergency hosi)ital 
Mr. Stevens was examined by Chief 
Surgeon W. I. Terry and Surgeon T. 
H. Lumwal. He was then prepared 
for removal to the hospital. 

As soon as he was removed from 
the operating table, Mr. Stevens call- 
ed for a press representative, to whom 
he gave the following version of tlic 
shooting: 

"As I got out of the liotel bus sev- 
eral Koreans approached me. One of 
them struck me in tho face, lacerating 
my cheek. As I started to pursue hlin 
another Korean began to shoot at me. 
The lirst shot missed mo and struck 
the Korean I was pursuing. The next 
two shots took effect In my back. 

"This evidently is the work of a 
small band of student agitators in and 
about San I^ranclsco, who resent the 
fact that the. Japanese, have a pro- 
tcctorati^ over,Kdre'a,.'ahd.,'wh6:hftlieve; 
that I am to some extent responsible 
for this condition of affairs in their 
country." 

Mr. Stevens wa.s very anxious that 
a hopeful statement regarding his re- 
covery be sent out. In order not to 
alarm his sisters. Who have a cottage 
at Atlantic City, where he was about 
to visit tliem on his vacation after a 
long sojourn abroad. Tho surgeons 
are of the oplnon that Stevens will 
recover if no complications develop. 

The attack on Mr. Stevens at the 
Fairmont hotel last night was tho re- 
sult of a mass meeting of the Korean 
societies of San l^ranclsco, which ap- 
Iiolntcd four prominent members, Karl 
Lee, C. M. Chang, Y. il. Moon and U. 
S. Choy, all young men, a committee 
to Interview Stevens with regaul to 
his views as expressed In the press 
after his arrival. The opinions ex- 
pressed by him wore decidedly favor- 
able to the Japanese In Korea. The 
four Korean •called on Mr. Stevens 
shortly after 9 o'clock last night. Leo, 
who "siieaks English fluently, asked 
Stevens if he had made the statement 
attributed to him In the press, and 
the latter replied in the affirmative. 
The voung men wanted to know If 
the Japanese were not killing off tho 
Koreans. Stevens said "No," The 
spokesman (Lee) wanted to know if 
all tho Korean officials had not been 
eliminated and Stevens again respond- 
ed to the contrary, adding that the 
young man had probably.been too long 
awav from his country to know the 
exact condition of the government. 

Then the attaclc began, Stevens 
was knocked down and beaten with 
chairs. His head Struck the marble 
flooring, but>he quickly rose, and seiz- 
ing a chair placed his back against 
tho wall and held his assailants at 
bay until help arrived. After tho as- 
sault Leo said: "I called him a liar, 
when I was hold, but they would not 
let us fight. So I left. We are Very 
sorry that we did not do more to him." 

Leo said that Stevens Is paid by the 
Korean government, but is doing what 
the Korean people do not want him 
to do. "That Is," said Lee, "Ho Is 
talking falsely about u.-^ ;uid the Jap- 
anese. In realty he Is in the service 
of Japan. Since the J.apaneso began 
to iirotect Korea, thousands of my 
countrymen have been killed. The 
JapaiK'se soldiers hold up peasants 
lor llieir projierty and kill if refustul. 
About TjOO villagers in my country 
lui\-(> been destroyed by the Japanese 
troi.ips in a little more than a yeijr 
sliicu the troublo began. The Japa- 
nese want to open schools in Korea to 
teach their own language and letters, 
but iK) school unless It be Japanese." 

Tokio. March 21. — If an attempt to 
asKassinato Durham W. Stevens In .San 
t'ranelsco by young Koreans is success- 
ful, Stevens will die a martyr to the 
cause of Korea, In which bo was deeply 
interested. It is believed horo that the 
attoniptid assassination was a blow 
ainiod indirectly at Marquis Ito by tlie 
disgruntled element who tireventcd the 
continuance of the former regime, 
which Ito continually denounced us a 
corrupt ring. Stevens was Ito's chief 
adviser nnd eloso friend. Ho did assid- 
uous work In Korea until recalled In 
Novemb(!r to assist the Japanese for- 
eign offl-jo ill concluding satisfactory 
arraiigoniciits In regard to iminigratlon. 
Mr. .Stevens v/as extremely popular 
among Japanese, ICoroans nnd foreign- 
ers. When leaving hero on March 
ho was bidden an enthusiastic farewell 
at the station by nearly 200 officials 
of tlu^ embassies, including Minister 
O'Brien and stuff. Mr. Stevens was 
bitterly opposed to certain elements in 
Seoul, and it is intimated here among 
his friends, who wore Informed of tho 
tragedy by tho 'representative of tho 
Associated Press, that tho Inatlgntlon 
of the crlino might bo sought for not 
luiiong the rovolullonarlcs In Korea, but 
among those whose private Interests 
were Injured by Stevens' opposition. 
When tho news qf the tragedy wfs 
carried to the Porfeign O/fIco by tho 
Associated Press; the utmost griof was 
expressed on all sides, and fnrthor de- 
tails are nnxlousiy awaited.

ANARCHIST PAPER 

President Orders Exclusion 

From IVlails of "La Ques- 
. K.,,,, tione-SQciale'' 

Pnlerson, N. J., March 23. — President 
Roosevelt, in answer to an appeal from 
Mayor JleBrlde to exclude La Ques- 
llono Soclale from the' malls for the 
liurpose of suppressing it, states that 
In addition to asking that the news- 
paper be denied the use of the malls, 
he ha.s requested the deiiartnirnt of 
justice to mako every effect to prose- 
cute criminally those rcsponsllilo for 
the publication. A copy of the presi- 
dent's letter to the department of 
justice was enclosed by Secretary Loob 
as the reply to the appeal of jMayor 
McBrlde, who made public tlie presi- 
dent's letter tonight. "Lia Questione 
Soclale" recently published an appeal 
of Inflammatory character which re- 
sulted In the action taken. President 
Roosevelt's letter to the department of 
justice, as sent to Mayor McBrlde, Is 
as follows: i) 
"The White House, Washington, March 

20. 190S. 

"To the Department of Justice — By 
my direction it is proposed to ex- 
clude La Questione Soclale of Pater- 
son, N. J., from the malls, and it will 
not be adinitted to tlie malls unless 
by order of the court, or unless you 
advise me that it must be admitted. 

"Please see if it is not possible to 
prosocuto criminally under any section 
of the law that is avail.able the men 
that are Interested In the sending out 
of tills jinarchistic and murderous 
publication. They .are, of course, the 
enemies of m.ankind, and every effort 
should be strained to hold them ac- 
countable for an orfen.sc far more in- 
famous tlian that of an ordinary mur- 
derer. This matter has been brought 
to niy attention by the mayor of the 
city of Paterson. 1 wish every ef- 
fort made to get at tho criminals un- 
der tho federal laws. It may be found 
Impossible to do this. I shall al.so, 
through the secretary of state, call the 
attention of tho governor of New Jer- 
sey to the circumstances, so that he 
may proceed under the state law, his 
attention being further drawn to the 
fact that the newspaper Is circulated 
In other states. 

"After you liavo concluded your in- 
vestigation I wish a report from you 
to serve aa a recommendation liy me 
for action by Congress. Under "Sec- 
tion 3, ISIK! of tlie revised statutes, 
lewd, obscene and lascivious books 
and letters, publications for indecent 
and inininritl use, or for any Indecent 
and ini'iinr.il nature, and jio.stal cards 
upon wliU'li indecent and scurrilous 
I'pltliids are written or printed are all 
excluded from the malls, and jirovlslon 
l.s made f'lr fine and imprisonment 
f(U- those guilty.

The lu'each- 
Ing of murder and arson is certainly 
as Immoral the circulation of ob- 
sceiiQ literature, and If tho iiracllce Is 
not already forbidden by the law it 
should bo forbidden. Tho Immigration 
law now prohibits the pntry tovi'ted 
nd States of any* person who enter- 
tains 0^ advocates the views express- 
ed In the newspaper article. It is of 
courao Inexcusable to permit those 
already horo to promulgate such 
views. Those who write, publish and 
circulate these articles stand on the 
level with those who use the malls for 
distributing poisons for the inirpose of 
murder, and convictions have been 
obtained when the malLs have been 
used for the distribution of jiolsons. 
No law should require the I'ostniastor 
General to become an .accessory to 
murder by circulating litei-atur.-" of 
this kind.

Whether the police commissioners, 
by their recent action In appointing' a 
public proseciftor and ten additional 
men to the police force, acted wltlilu 
the scope of their authority without 
(Irst referring the appointments to the 
council is a question which Alderman 
Cameron raised at last night's meet- 
ing of the council. The matter came 
up . by- way of 'a communication from 
the commissioners stating that a pub- 
lic prosecutor had been appointed at 
a salary; o£ -|56;;per;;nionth./:: : • 
Alderman Caiiieron pointed oiit that 
the commissioners, ; by their ' action,; 
had added a large amount to the city ' 
expenditure, but while lie had seen' 
tho fact set forth in the dally press 
the council had not been officially noti- 
fied of such appointments. He, for 
one, very much doubted If the po- 
lice commissioners had the right to 
appoint a prosecutor and he expressed 
himself as strongly of the opinion that ; 
such an pfflcer Is not. required. . ! V, 
.Necessary pfflcial •.: 
Aid. Mabic, ,who;. is a also , a police • 
commissioner, was/ emphatic - 1^ 'atat-' 
Ing that a public^' co,tnml8slbneir- Is an ' 
absolute necessity.! ■ i:'A8 {x thlrigsu havo 
been In the past the yclty..--pays>-: lihe' 
clilcf of police a salary .for IpoIlcC' 
duties nnd a great part of his time is- 
.spynt i)reparlng and prosecutlngxcasos f 
thus preventing him attending to'his 
proper duties. In Vancouver tho 
chief of police besides receiving a 
large salary is furnished wdth a pub- 
lic jirosecutor with tho result tliat tho 
work ,of the police department is 
greatly expedited. The chief's time. 
Aid. Mable considered, should not be 
taken up with work which Is not po- 
lice work. As to tho power of thet 
commissioners to appoint a public 
prosecutor. Aid. Mablo was not pre- 
pared to speak. 

Aid. Jleston was of the opinion that 
the chief has tho authority to call 
in le.gal assistance when such is re- 
quired, while Aid. Glcason pointed out 
that tlie present expense of tho police 
force amounted to over $2 per head 
of jiopulation, man, woman and child, 
an amount altogetlier too much. He 
w.as sure Victoria compared very 
favorably wdth other cities from tho 
standpoint of a law abiding commun- 
ity and lio could never remember of 
any case falling through by reason of 
the want of a public prosecutor. Ho 
felt tlie commissioners had gone a, 
little strong in the present Instance. 
Only Recommended 
JIayor Hall stated that the letter 
from the commissioners had been 
wrongly worded. AVhat was intended 
was that the commissioners recom- 
mended the appointment of a inibllc 
prosecutor, but that none had been 
appointed .as yet. 

Aid. Paulino read the clause in tlie 
municipal clauses act showing that 
it is the city's duty to prosecute of- 
fenders up to the point where they 
hre committed for trial and ho felt 
that for tho small amount, $55 per 
month, tho time of tho chief could ho 
much better sjient In attending to his 
real police duties. It would be better 
to retain the public prosecutor and re- 
duce the regular force by one of tho 
men recently appointed. 

The suggestion of Alderman Cam- 
eron that the matter be referred to 
the finance committee to be consid- 
ered when the estimates come up for 
consideration was finally adopted. 
Mr. Gray Objects 
A lengthy communication from An- 
drew Gray," contractor for the now 
creosote plant, complaining ag.ainst 
the action of the city in penalizing him 
to tile extent of $250 on account of the 
delay in the completion of the plant 
was referred to the streets, bridges 
I lid si'wers coiiiniittee for recoiislder- 
itlon. At a recent meeting of that 
;ominittee the $250 line was decided 
upon though under the terms of tho 
contract $1,000 could be collected. Mr. 
Gray in taking exception at the action 
of the council iiolnls out the reasons 
of the delay. He staled that owing 
to a strike in the city at tho time the 
tender was put in on April 29, he was 
obliged to get an outsider- tender for 
the retort, otherwise all the work 
would have been done In the city, 
though even then tho work would have 
been as lIablQ\ to delay waiting for 
netessary plates and casting from tho 
east. The Moran company of Seattle 
was to furnish the retort within a 
space of about ten weeks but that con- 
cern would not undertake tho work it 
there was any penalty for non-com- 
pletion within a spocilled time. To got 
the retort to tho city and set it up 
required additional time, in all about 
88 days, thus allowing a margin of 
twelve days, but owing to delays in 
getting tho plates, which, Mr. Grey 
maintained was not his fault, tho de- 
lay occurred In the completion of tho 
plant. Ho claimed that ho should not 
be penalized for this failure to meet 
the dontract. « ,

FAIR WAGE CLAUSE IN 



Council Will Have None of Al- 
■ derriaa!! Fullertdn's New 



Tliat the. present fair wngo clause ns 
net I'ortli in |',.the;';iMunlclpal t:^lau.s('.s 
Act win fuiij/^rptt^^ct tlio woriclng 
men of th'o"c|ty . In • all cu.si-h of work 
done under contract lor tlie city and 
that tlie resolution proposed by Alder- 
man Fnllerton noarl.v two months ago 
but held over from time to time, i.s 
not a rocinl.slte of tlie clt.\- contracts 
\va;i tlio opinion of the city council. 
At lust niglit'H meeting Alderman 
FuUertoii'.s rcyolutiou. to which each 
of the ;ildermanlc caiulidatoH at tliR 
la.st election were t.slicd to .subKcrlbe, 
wa.s turned down, only Alderman I'^il- 
crton and Gleason voting I'or it. Tiie 
riisoiutioa liad. received the sanction of 
tile Typograiiliical union which ha.s 
been endeavoring to have It included 
in all ijublic . contiucta , elsewhere in 
the country was ns follows : 

"That In all tbn'ders called for b.\ 
the council the foUdwInij; clause slmll 
be inserted: 

"The perslon or "company shall make 
a declaration t))f.t'at tlie date of ten- 
dering • for ■■the contract they were 
paying, and -If their contract be ac- 
coiitod, will 'continue to pay the trad(' 
union rate of wage.-; to all nicMi In 
their em])lo.v, ami is observing, and 
will continue to observe the triide 
union schedule of hours and woili- 
ing conditions on all work done in 
tlie city or district of Victoria, tli*' 
onus of proof to rest with llu' e<in- 
tractor. Any breach of this clause 
shall involve tlio'' cuncelntlon of llu' 
contract and the forfeiture of all worlv 
contemplated or in progress whin 
sui'ii contract is cancelled. Tlie ral'' 
of wages, and .^chi'dulo of lunus .and 
w(n-klng condition in force at the liine 
of the awarding of the contract shall 
be regarded, as the wages, hours, anil 
working conditions to lie observed 
during the life of the contract." 

Only Applies in City 

Alderman Fnllerton pointed out that 
the clause as above would only ap|)ly 
to contracts to be performed within the 
llmlt.-j of the city and would therefore 
not apply elsewhere as tor In.stance In 
the case of the contract for iiipcs re- 
cently let to a Montreal linn ami which 
will be filled in Fngland, 'If adopted, 
outside (Irnis would be prevented from 
importing cheaj) labor. He did not 
think the fair wage clause in tlie mu- 
nicipal clauses act fllieU the bill, as 
there was no one appointed under its 
provisions to .say vvhat_a fair rate of 
wages should bo. 

The city solicitor gave'as Iris opin- 
ion that tho present fair wage clauso 
was all that was required and It is in- 
serted into every contract the city 
makes. He had not heard 'Of any com- 
plaints. 

Alderman Fullcrton called attention 
to complaints made by the carpenters 
on the new Victoria West school where 
they were getting less than tho union 
wage. ■ 

The fair wage clause in^tho JIunicipal 
Clauses act, as Inserted' 1n city con- 
tracts is as follows: "All municipal 
contracts shall contain provision 
whereby the workman, mechanic, arti- 
sans, and laborers emiiloyed on muni- 
cipal works shall be entitled to such 
wages and remuneration as are gener 
ally accepted as current in each trade 
for competent workmen In the niimi 
pallty and whereby all conjractors and 
sub-contractors shall be bound to pay 
oUCh wages." 

Stand By Existing Clause 

Tlie above .clause, both .Vldermen 
Hall ajid Pauline considered, fully cov- 
ered the case and mot all re(|ulrements. 
The former declared he was alway:; in 
favor of the fair wagi- and had voted 
for the elglit liour day but Alderman 
I'uUerton's suggestion, if ado|ited, 
would result in the work being obtain- 
ed by one or two contractors while 
others would be shut out. 

Alderman Pauline took exception on 
the ground that Alderman Fullcrton'.:i 
resolution was retroactive, that no 
contractor would be entitled to ucceiit 
a contract unless he had previously 
paid union wages. Aid. Cameron was 
ai.so In favor of the clnuse now In the 
ac t, and Aid. Norman, while a union 
man, could not support that propcsed 
by Aid. Fnllerton on account of the 
severity of the penalty clause.

Opinion on Tax. 

AVhethcr a workman residing out- 
side the city but working therein can 
be ni.ule to "pav a double road tax was 
a (luestlon aslced. of the council by K. 
Fthridge, and answered by the city co- 
llcltor whose opinion on tho matter 
was convoyed In the following letter: 

Sirs, — We beg to advise on this mat- 
ter that the collector can only collect 
road tax In respect of persons resldiiig 
within the city. Workingmeii actually 
resident In a municipality outside the 
citv; allhouEjli working in the city, 
should not be taxed by the city col- 
lector. They are- only liable for tho 
tax to the municipality in which they 
reside. AVorklngmen wiio have a resi- 
dence outside the city, but come Into 
the citv and reside there for their con- 
venience whilst working, may or may 
not be deemed, to bo residing. A fair 
view of tho situiition would bo to take 
the thirty days limit of residence, 
which tho statute llxes as suftlclent to 
create the 1iabi)ltv in district nnuiicl- 
pallties, and wiiich w ould seem to ns to 
bo fair also In city numlclpalltics, so 
that if an outside workingman resides 
In the city for the convenience of his 
work, for say over thirty days, he 
may be taxed, although he also may 
be taxable In tho municipality in 
which he has his permanent, residence. 
If a worklngiiian sleep.s the live days 
of tho week In tho city and on the Sat- 
urday returns to ills home Outside tho 
city he should not bctaxed in the city. 

We think we have dealt In this with 
the greater number of tho cases which 
arise In the course of collection of the 
tax.

Ite- 
commended thai; the writers be Inform- 
ed that the council regret th.-it they 
cannot accede to their request, but that 
the roadway will be repaired by plac- 
ing macadam thereon. 

Any expenditure contemplated In the 
foregoing to ho subject' to favorable 
report thereon' by the fUnance commit- 
tee, and adoption of said feport by 
tho council. 

Criticises Financial Policy. 

.lolin .1. .Staph's, I.ansiUnvn Jtead, in 
a longtliy eoininuiiicatlon, ciilled attcn- 
tlcm to the necessity ol! i:oii.surving tho 
city's funds and devoting all nuineya 
-solely to tile needed civic work and not 
spending any In the way of grants to 
the numerous societies and others who 
have asked for assistance. Mr. Staples 
would cut the Tourist asseciation. the 
I'ifth rtCKlnient band, the lOxblbltiun, Y. 
M. C. A., and others. Jie Is of the 
opinion lliuL none of the civic riveiiue 
should be sifent for "ploaaurc. sports 
or religion." Ho also criticised the 
lack of proper exits in tho city li.all 
and the danger arising should a cmfla- 
giation start tlii-re when the liall is 
full of people and those .secliln.i; safely 
have to use the present crooked stairs. 
He suggc-itcd that tho auditorium in 
the city hall bo placed upon the ground 
floor. 

Mr. .Staples' letter, In one particular 
lit least, was aciiuiesced iji hv tie- ald- 
eniK-ii. AldiM-nutii I'auiine deelare.l tii.-il 
it -was a most unwise thing lo allow 
tlio lurgu crowds 'u'liioli were in tho hull 
at the last civic campaign meetings to 
again pack tho building. 

The Old Men's Home committee re- 
ported on the new rules which have 
lieeii drawn up for Ihe conduct of llio 
home and Robert Foster, iin applicant 
for admission will be allowed to enter 
the home as will also .1. Brown, an 
aged man wlio has applied. 

More Street improvements. 

Alderman Henderson's resolution was 
adopted as follows: 

"That the city council hereby deter- 
niliies Unit it is desirable to grade, | 
macudaniize and drain Wilson street 
from Oulc Bay avenue to Cowun avenue, 
and to construct permanent sidowallcs, 
curb and gutter with boulevards (In- 
cluding maintenance) on both sides ot 
said street; also to grade and maciid- 
ami/.o Davie street fi'om Oak 13ay avt-- 
nue to Cowan avenue, ineiiiding drain- 
age of same: also to contsriict a per-

permanent sldev.alk with eiirli and gut- 
ter and lioulevard (Including inaliiten- 
ancc) on the north side of .Southgate 
street between Vancouver street and 
Cook street, said works to be done by 
day labor and carried out ur.der the 
provisions of tlie local Improvement 
general ■ bylaw and amendments there- 
to." 

Captain Gaudln, local representative 
of tho marine and llsherles department, 
notilied the council that the charge of 
S-0 made by tlii^ city for tho Inquest 
on tho body of the t'blnamau who died 
In -the police cells In December v.ill 
not be- paid by tlie dcimrtment. He 
stated} that the city should jiay this 
amount. Aid. Gleason stated that Dr. 
Hurt, the coroner, had told lilm that 
the Dominion government would pay 
the amount ;md he (Aid. Gleason) was 
of the opinion tliat the fedm-al authori- 
ties should do so Inasmuch as the 
Chinaman had been ordered taken to 
the city jail tn await deportation. The 
case ^\as referred to the city solicitor 
for an opinion. 

.Tolin Arbuthnot, chairman of the 
parks board, wrote' stating that now 
was the time to proceed with the .seed- 
ing of boulevards and. planting of trees 
and asking that ah appropriation for 
such worlt be made. 

Thornton Fell, clerk of the provincial 
legislative assembly, wrote eneloslii.ii 
cheque for $300, the tees put up by the 
city In connection with tho waterworlts 
bill, which ^vas heard before the pri- 
vate bills committee. 

G. I'iiliiier. secretary of the society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals reiinested a grant of STiO. The 
request was referre'd lo the llnanco 
committee. 

The linanee cmn mi 1 1 ee ri.'enniniended 
that ajiplii a t ions be called for the po- 
sition of as::-istant librariiin al the imh- 
lle librar.w the salary to Ije iier 
month. Tn this connection Aid. l"ul- 
lerton objected to a]i])llcants for civic. 
])ositlons butlonlioling the aldernion 
and soliciting their influence. He do- 
cl.ired that all who did so should lie 
barred. 

Mayor Hall called attention to tho 
necessity of preparing the high pres- 
sure and sewer liylaws in order that 
they might be submitted to the rate- 
payers. The Incinerator bylaw will 
also be preptired and It Is hoped that 
all measures will bo in .a position Lo 
bring before the rateiiayers In about 
three weeks' time.

STEAM SHOVEL EXCAVATED 



Work Will Be Promptly Resumed on 
E. & N. Division Cut at 
Goldstream

It is likely that the Steam shovel 
that was overturned a mile outside of 
Goldstream through the recent land- 
slide over the diversion cut of tho E. 
& X. road wliere she was working will 
be righted some tiiuc this afternoon. 

Sui)erintondent Goodfellow of tlie B. 
& N., who has just returned from a 
trip to tho scene of tho accident -said 
yesterday that the largo force of men 
who had been working con.stantly slilce 
tKo date of tho landslide; hud about 
succeeded in excavating enough of tho 
fallen material to attempt to return 
the shovel tu Us normal position. 

Tho shovql. had boon ■ overturned 
completely on Its sido and the huge 
crane which weighed in the neighbor- 
hood of 30 tons would have to bo de- 
tached from the shovel before the at- 
tempt to again jiiaeo her on tlie track 
in un upright position was begun. 
Even then the shovel would be skid- 
ded along on her sido until she was 
out of range of the path of the hiiul- 
sllde, as it was feared that a recur- 
rence of the tumbling ctirlli was not 
improbalile. 

In facr, Mr. (Joodfellow said that if 
the rain continued falling that a fiir- 
Ihi.'rc .slide would almost certainly oc- 
cur as the oozy sticky condition of 
tho material In whicli the men were 
at present working would reipiire Utile 
more rain to again bring it down the 
embankment. The shovel was little if 
any damaged and work would be re- 
sumed as soon as possible. 

The work has been undertaken in 
order to avoid crossing the two 
bridges over the (loldstreaiii river 
and Waugh creek-. This will be ac- 
cnniplished by llie cons'ructlon of tliii 
diversion cut on which the steam 
shovel is engaged.

The programme of- cycling events 
has been Issued by thtj Olympic Games 
committee, and it contains si;veii 
events of various lengths. All the races 
win be under the rules, reguhitlons, 
and mana.gemcnt of the National C\-- 
cUsts' Union. '.I'he track will be OdO 
yards to the laj> and fi-oiii .'lo to ,'!,", 
yards wide. In the single events each 
country may i'e ri fU'eseiited by not 
more than 12 competitor;!, in the' pur- 
suit race by only one team, and In the 
taiideiii event by six iiairs. 'I'he cviuits 
are: (iO;!,l!ll meters, one lap; 1,000 
ne.^ters, (,,1)1)0 metru'S, 20 kllnmeters, tOO 
kilometers, 1,807 meter.s pursuit team 
raoo, 2,000-nietor tandem raoo. 

All entfloa drp tree,, but' must bo 
made through the- Olympic committee 
of tho different countries Bending men. 
Time llmlts. wUl' bo, plaood.'on tho ono 
lap, 100 kilometers, arid tandem race, 



and these will bo announced by thu 
judges and timekeeper only on tho day 
of the race. Jt has been decided that 
any rider beating the standard in any 
of the three events will receive a 
special nn-rlt diiiloina. .Similar diplo- 
mas win be aw arded to the three com- 
petitors li.'adliig for the greatest num- 
ber of laps in the 20 and lOO-kilome- 
ter races. As In the regular events, 
first, second, and third prizes will bo 
given in eacli race. The races will bo 
run in beats, and there will be seci. nd 
and third rounds. 

The minor eoiiditiims of the coii- 
lesl.'j are apparently well looked after, 
no secret being made of llle fact that 
riders will lia\'e to be wary of their 
conduct. A contestant can only come 
on the track when his race is called, 
and he shall leave it immediately af- 
ter the finish. An attendant will be 
allowed to accompany each rider on 
the track, and he will be compelled to 
remain around the starting line, leav- 
ing the enclosure the same llino the 
rider does. AV'lieii pushing off his man 
this attendant niusi keep both feet on 
the ground and behind the mark, lu 
ca.'ie the attendant cross the mark 
with either foot, the breach renders 
the rider liable to dlsiiualification. 

If a man's name is not on the pro- 
gramme, under no possUjilily will lie 
be allowed to start. Then it he Is not 
proiierly attired he will be ordered off 
the track. Ma attire to consist of half 
sleeves on tho Jersey and compile 
clothing from shoulder to knees. If a 
rider breaks his wheel during a race 
ho can use another one, provided it 
meets with the approval of the ref- 
eree. All objections as to fouling, ami 
so on, must be made to the Judge, as 
soon as |)osslble after the race. >,'!> 
form of toe clip or strap will be al- 
lowed which does not permit the feet 
to be easily wlthdrav/n without un- 
fastening.

THE ADIvflRALTY COURT 

The proiiosal oL' tlio Minister of 
Justice to abulisli tlic Admiralty Court 
and confer jurisdiction in admiralty 
upon the judges of tlie Supreme 
CQUrts oC the several provinces is not 
regarded at all favorably in tin; 
Kiist. Even so pronouncdd a supporter 
iif tlip government as ilie Halifax 
Chronicle protests agralnst it. In the 
course of a lengthy article on the sub- 
ject, the Chronicle says: 

We are informed that tlio Shipping 
I'^ederatlon of Bastern Canada, com- 
r)osed of the ageijts or managers of 
tile transatlantic shipping Interests of 
Eastei-n Canada, has pronounced 
against the proposed change. The 
Board of Trade and La Chambro de 
Commerce, representing respoctivoly 
,_all the vast commercial interests <if 
Jlontrcal; the Board of Trade of 
Quebec, the Council of the Bar Society 
of Montreal, ana the Bar Socioly of 
Quebec; the Dominion .Marine A.sso- 
clatlon, conlrollinff practii'ally ,-ill the 
.shipping on the Oreat Lakes; the 
Couaeil of the Board of Trade at 
"IlalifaN-, and \-ariuii.-; other bodies, 
liave disiii)pro\-ed of the projinsal. AVe 
have not heard a word from any source 
outside of Parllajnent approving of It. 

The Chronicle points out that both 
tlio principles and practice of Adniir- 
alty are unfamiliar to most of the 
judges and claims It to be unreason- 
, able to expect the ■ members of the 
Supreme Court, with aulte sufficient 
things engaging their attention al- 
ready, to' begin the stiuiy o£ a new 
subject. So far as we know the ques 
' tlon has not boon discussed- here. The 
British Columbia judge in Admiralty 
Is Mr. Justice Alurtln, and the busi- 
ness of the court is carried on In a 
manner that appears to givi! satisfac- 
tion to tiie legal profession as well as 
to litigants. Wo do not thlnli any 
one In this province wishes to see 
liny change In th'e" constitution of the' 
court liy assigning other judges to it. 
.\dinirall\- law is of all brandies of 
jurisprudence the. most specialized, 
and there is' none abouj; which the 
ordinary iogal practitioner knoWs less 
or concerning which the majority of 
judges are less Informed.

at 40. 'This" seems somewhat high. 
It Is, of course, very desirable that ex- 
hibitors should have some induce- 
ments to show their horses to hand- 
some carriages, ,^nd well harnessed, 
but If the object of a horse show Is 
to ongourage the breeding of good ani- 
mals., we think the percentage men- 
tioned Is too high. Wc fancy that 
most liorsemea -ivlll agree with us in 
this. A good horsonian looks at the 
.horse, and while he likes to see a good 
horse iii*a good -harness and hitched to 
a good •'vehicle,' the horse to hlni'''s a 
good ■ deal more than sixty per cent, 
of tlio outfit, lint tills only In pass- 
ing. All who visited tlio show speak 
loudly In . praise of .lt, and wo very 
heartily congratulate the management 
and the city of Vancouver upon the 
success of what we suppose may bo 
looked uiian us an annual afalr. 
Kvorything that will • encourage the 
breeding of good animals and the 
proper cai'e of them afterwards de- 
serves hearty public approval. AVe 
have not yet roticlied tlie "horseless 
ago," and it is probably yet a Ion 
way off.

concluding portion of a London cable 
letter appearing in the Montreal Ga-

•Most Liberals are ready to admit 
that the government has n(j\v lo.st the 
CQnfldence of the country. Tliat they 
can regain It under the present party 
auspices Is Impossible. The Unionist's 
aye scarcely better off within their 
own ranks, and a complete organlza- 
tfbh of the political parties in this 
country becomes more certain each 
<lay. The Idea of the formation of a 
new Centre party, to consist of Free 
Traders and Antl-Soclallsts, Is now 
M-idely discussed. 'I''lie distant con- 
tingency dcscribi'd by Lord Rosebery 
of being forced to decide between 
aliandoning free trade in order to com- 
liat Socialism Is by no means so fur 
off as he suggests, Tiie results of a 
few monllis more of tiie .Soeiallstle 
l)ropaganda throughout, the Unlt.'d 
Kingdom arc likely to astonish lOng- 
lishmen as a whole, and then llie 
(•ountr.^' would Ijo comnelled to divide 
itself Into two c:un]is, for and a.!,':iiiist 
Socialism, wltli all olhei- issues made 
subsliliary. Alcantlme it would Ije a 
.salutary thing if .^ueh a measure as 
the miners' elgiit-liour bill, with Its 
resulting ailvance of two or three slill- 
Hngs per ton hi the jirlce of eoal, 
sliou'd become a law. It will not \)o. 
until I']nglishmen get an object les- 
son in the cost of Soeialis'.if' legisla- 
tion that they will learn the fallael.^s 
of tlie present fad. Otlier .Soelalislie 
measure.^ of tlu^ present government, 
if carried, will Increase the burden oC 
taxation by $90,000,000 a year, so that 
tt^e craze is bpund to work out Its own 
cure in the end. It is not easy at 
present, however, to foresee how far 
the painful experiment with tho rc- 
siiltant suffering must be carried be- 
fore the' reaction comes. 



Sir Christopher Furness thinks tho 
greatest mistake made by people of 
moderate capital- is that of investing 
the whole of their limited funds in 
one concern ihsteiid of spreading it 
over several. He advocates the spread- 
ing of one's investments over "a num- 
ber of sound, solid, well-manb.ged, in- 
dustrial, commercial and manufactur- 
ing undertakings as ensuring the most 
satisfactory return." In twelve con- 
cerns in which ho Is interested mo 
return on his capital last year aver- 
aged 9 3-4 per cent. Sir John Wilson 
recommends Transvaal throe jicr 
cents., having tlio gnaraiitco of tho 
government, and London County 
Council tlirco and a lialf per cent. 
"Xo one," in his opinion, "should risk 
investing in industrial securities, 
which of course often yield a large 
return, unless they liave A'ery special 
and reliable local Information." 

A strange statue mystery has excit- 
ed interest in art circles. Last seen 
In the Jletropoiitan Art Museum of 
Kow York tlfteen years ago, a llfe- 
sizo statute of Hiawatha, by St. 
Gaudens, had disappeared. ' It Seems 
a startling state of affairs; but no 
explanation as yet is forthcoming. Ono 
can understand a picture beiiig cut 
out of a frame in a gallery, but that 
anyone should ■■walk away> with a life- 
size statne-'under the eyes- of the 
janitor*' tS'"an ^ achievement- -almost 
worthy of success, it I3 not suggested 
that; like -Galatea, liiawulha cam.c to 
life. 'rh6"dlscovery that tho statute 
was gone seems to have been peculiar. 
Somebody remembered that Hiawatha 
was St. Gaudens's lirst work in mar- 
ble, and suggested that it sliould be 
obtained for tho forMicoming exhibi- 
tion of his works. Then It was tliat 
it could not be found. Search has 
been made in collars, but to no pur- 
pose, and there appears to bo no 
record of its removal. The theory is 
now advanced that St. Gtudens on be- 
coming famous was dissatislied with 
his first work and smashed it. 



It is not generally known, says the 
Gentlewomlan, that there are many 
humble descendants of the first 
ancient' Royal Burgundlan dynasty of 
Portugal living in Switzerland. The 
liurgundians reigned over Portugal 
from li:5'j 1 3 ir>SO, and gave the coun- 
try many celubrateii .sovereigns.

.Swif/cerland, to Genev;i, and residoij 
at the castle of Pningiiis, whieli be 
came later t^ie property of Joseph 
Bonaparte, the ex-King of Spain. The 
Princess Emllie died in 1629, leaving 
her six daughters badly provided for. 
One of them, Prinei^ss Maria Belgia, 
married a Colonel llroll, who was in 
llie suite of the Prince of Paden-Dur- 
lach, l)ut tlie marriage was an un- 
happy one, ns the colonel liad ,a Ijad 
I'huraeler. and iie was eventually mur- 
dered in Italy. The daughters of this 
marriage all of them married Inhabi- 
tants of Switzerland, Waadtland, and, 
lis they all had nhlldron, there are a 
large number of families In tho neigh- 
borhood of Geneva who have in their 
veins the royal blood of the P.nrgun- 
dlan kings of Portugal. The 1'rincess 
Maria Belgia, Klie gr,-i nddaugliler of 
Prince William of C-ran.ge, wlio mar- 
ried Colonel Groll. sold the c.-isllo of 
Prangins in the ye.-ir icr.7 to f;ount 
Kredrieli von Onlin;i. In I r,:i7 it be- 
came the property of Baron Dankol- 
mann. and In 1815 the residence of 
Joseph Bonaparte. 



London Dally Telegraph— It Is a 
general- rule that every peojile has 
tho government It deserves, but there 
are exceptions. Such a government, 
for instanpc, as we at present possess 
could never have been wholly deserved 
by, this country at Its , worst. But 
ipei lhst week has intrpduced once for 
aU;a ygreat' redeeming: feature in the 
situation, The Cabinet has -given the 
whole .measince .ofUts^capaolty for un- 
settling.; the inatloai and* weakening the 
empire..' .WlthHhe jEducatlon Bill and 
the Licensing .'8111, -shortly to be fol- 
lowed by old-age pensions, only to be 
paid to persons who do not contribute 
to them, the Ministerial mind has 
yielded the ver.v inwardness of its 
secret. It may be capable of endless 
unexpected developments In the de- 
tails of a policy of plunder and per- 
secution, but as to tho essence of its 
character (here can be nothing more 
to tell us that we do not already real- 
ize. Wo at least know wlicre we are, 
and it is clear from the altered de- 
meanour of tlie Mlnistorialist.s that 
they know where they will be when 
tho "friends of tho people" arc good 
enough to give democracy a full op- 
portunity of e.xiircsslng its real mind. 
We can apply to still better imrposo 
the Jingling phra.ies with which ag- 
gressive Radicalism has attempted to 
label its measures. Tlie unparalleled 
majority In tho conddent beginning of 
Its existence was ail for a policy of 
out and out.

Their 
recognition of our superior «equlpment 
Is the Important feature of the story. 
It will now be spread abroad along 
the whole border that It is no longer 
possible to moot tho Sahib man to 
man in the open. Deep down in liio 
li(>;irt tl'.e Afi^ldi raider has always 
believed that he is more than a match 
for the native troops that wo Icaa 
against him, and that the few regi- 
ments that accompany them only pro- 
vide a pleasant stiffening making for 
an equal light. Tlie experience of tlio 
Zakka Ivhcls this time may destroy 
this Illusion once for all.

AA'hcn today |ive need to store clear 
water for the summer on an Immense 
scale, the Whlto Nile is ready with Its 
reservoir-like basn to meet every need 
not of Egypt alone but iOf the Soudan 
as well. The White Nile between 
Laico No and Khartoiim' is very nearly 
a lake in llood, and so It would stay 
for ever If tho Blue Nile were subject 
to a perpetual flood. Between tho low 
summer and high llood levels there is 
a dlfterencn of eight meters. What 
wo want, therefore, l.s masonry works 
of such strengtli as will keep this 
water impounded -viiej-e it Is when the 
Bluu Nile has fallen, and deliver It 
just when Kgypt needs it, not super- 
abundantly in October, November and 
Deeeiiiber (when there is no call for 
it ), and in delieleney in April, May and 
.lune (when the country hj crying out 
for water), but vice versa. 

Whatever works are carried out tlie 
necessity of a reservoir at Assouan 
remains untouched. The question was 
gone Into tlioroughly at tho time, and 
th(! opinion then come to still holds 
good — namely, "AVl' have concluded 
th.-it it is absolutely neeessary, In the 
Interest of irrigation, to liave near at 
hand at the point -where the Nile en- 
ters Egypt a reserve of water that 
may nie<;t whatever contingoncloa 
arise." Thc.se contlngeuelcs niight 
arise from tin; fact that sonie of the 
more Important summer crops aro In- 
eapahlo of standing a ti'n days' 
drought, while the summer discharge 
of reservoirs high up the Nile would 
take many days to reach Egypt and 
might sometimes arrive too late.--

Ho showed It to 
the lending sculptor of Melbourne, who 
declared that the young man was a nat- 
unil Kcnlus. Tho sculptor visited tho 
jail and gave Stanford some lessons In 
the art. A petition for pardon was In- 
Iluentlally signed, and Stanford was re- 
leased. He became one of thu most 
successful sculptors in Melbourne, and 
completely lived down his juvenile 
criminal escapade. — Dundee Advertiser,

George Jay Attends Vancouver 
. Meeting of Boy al Institu- , 
i - v -^'tbn of Le^nihig' ; : ? 



Tlio VIctoriiL Kchool boiud is quite 
dolornilnoa nut to bo loft bohlnil ))y 
slinlUu- boilU'a in otlinr parts of the 
province in its provision for liiglUT 
.education In lliiw city. Tho local liigU 
school iH ahi'uay ariUiated with McGlH 
university fur tho first two year.s of 
tho arts course, which means that 
Victoria students can gain thoir unl- 
\ ersity degree without going into resi- 
dence at MCGIH for the flrst two year.=! 
Of tho course, and the Victoria school 
trustoos are anxious that these faclll- 
tlos should be extended.' The IninioJI- 
ato wants are that the school should bo 
granted affiliatlou for tho third year 
in the arts course, and also for two 
years In the a|)i>lied science course. 

To this end tho late Dr. liatou, (ho 
secretary of the board of seliool 'trns- 
locs, opened negotiations with Dr. 
Tory, then president of, tho Royal In- 
stitution Of Learning, some time ago, 
but tho lamented death of Mr. Eaton 
and tho accei)tanco by Dr. Tory of the 
presidency of the uiiiverslly of Alberta 
prevented these neROtiations from 
bea.-liiK fruit. Accordingly George Jay, 
president of the school board, was au- 
thorised at the last nieetng of tlu' 
board to attend the meeting oC the 
l^oyal Institute of Learning which was 
held in Vancouver on Saturday, and 
request that body to take chargo of tho 
university department of tho Victoria 
High School. 

The Royal Institution of Learning Is 
an incorporated body formed for the 
purposo of establishing colleges In af- 
filiation with McGIll university, and 
by a recent amendment to its act of 
incorporation. Its powcr.^ have been 
sufliclently extended to .permit of its 
lia\'lng jurisdiction in Victoria. It has 
alread.\- I[i);eii charge of the univcrsit.v 
(Ictiartmoiit of tho Vancouver Iligli 
school, ^\i;lf'h lias dnvoloped Into a se- 
parate cstablisbnicnt known as tho 
Vancouver Univer.sity college with 
from sixty to seventy pupils, which Is 
affiliated with McGlll university to 
the extent of giving a t\yo years' 
course both in arts and in applied 
scloncGs. The Vancouver Institution 
Is also applying this year to McGiU to 
bo permitted to glvo a third year's 
course in arts, 

'fhc \'lctorla scIiooI trustees arc ex- 
ceedingly anxdous that their students 
.should have all tho advantages granted 
to the Vancouver school, and want the 
Royal Institution of Learning to take 
over tho university department of the 
local l-Ilgh School and co-ordinate It 
ivlth tho Vancouver school, especially 
as the Vancouver people make no sec- 
ret of their hope to make tliq Vancou- 
ver University coltego th& nucleus out 
of which it is desired that the Pro- 
vincial university should bo niiide, 
when It is llnally broug'ht into ■being. 
And It is felt hero that in order that 
Victoria's claims to tho university 
should lie properly iiressed It is advis- 
able that tl-.c existing arrangements 
should be as adequate In Victoria as 
In any other city In the iirovince. 

No dellnltc arrangement was arrived 
at at tho mooting on Saturday, but it 
was arranged that jVIr. Jay should take 
the matter up ">vlth Mr. ^Paul^ ^Jie new- 
ly appointed "secretary .oir tho,'. school 
board, with a view to bringing tho 
question once more .before the Royal 
Institution at their next meeting, 
which win bo held at an early date. It 
should be said that tho institution in 
such case; appoints and pays the 
touchers, and proscribes the curricul- 
um, the expensi H being met by volun- 
tary contributions.

Lights or no lights, was the knotty 
question which air.

The facts 
briefly are that on December 27 the 
Hornelen was tied up at the bunkers 
of the 'Western ]'''uel company at Xa- 
nalmn, when before daybreak on .a 
windy, cloudy morning tho tug Sjira.v, 
Which was going out of the harbor with 
two heavily laden scows, brushed Into 
•her, damaging the propeller, the result 
being that suit for $4,500 damages was 
brought. 

The evidence on tho Hornelcn's side 
was heard some time .-igo to enable the 
shlfi to proceed about her business, the 
trial proper coming on yesterday. The 
Ilornelen's evidence was to the ('ffect 
that she had a proper harbor light 
amidships, and h.er watchman s\vore 
that he lit the li,gbt and that It burned 
till night. Yesterday Captain .Me- 
Pheraon and Mate James .McConnell, 
of tho tug Siiray. gave evidoneo. They 
swore positively that there was no 
light anywhere on the steamer, and 
that the night was so dark that they 
saw nothing of the big ship till they 
were right on her. They had seen the 
Horneien al the wharf Iho night be- 
fore, and said she had no light then, 
the iii.ato'stating that he bad called the 
captain's attention to the fact. ("apt.

COFAS AND YOUNG 



New Grocery Firm Suffered 
Several Thousand. 'Dollars 
::^l:oss Jn' Short -Jlaze- 



A lire broke out yc-iterilay evening 
shortl.v before seven o'clock 1.. tho 
stoi'o rooms of tho grocery recently 
purchased by Copus and Young from 
Fell Brothers, Limited, on the south- 
oast corner of ]'\irt and Broad streets, 
l)y which several thousand dollars 
Worth of damage was done before it 
was finally extinguished by tho fire 
department. 

The alarm was received at head- 
quarters at C:45 p.m. and was prompt- 
ly responded to, tho engines being on 
tho scene of action within a minute 
or two. Tho smoke was first noticed 
by W. Mfittliows, barber, . who noti- 
fied Matthew HcCabe, proprietor of 
the Royal hotel. Smoke was then 
pouring out of the^ Broad street win- 
dows of the building and also from 
the transom over the door of tho shop. 
The tiro was evidently located at the 
back of the storeroom, and for '.some 
time considerable dittlculty was oxper- 
leiiced in getting tho water to pla\- 
directly on the llamos. Two linos of 
hose wore laid on, one through the 
front of the building and another 
through a siile door facing on 15road 
street, and shortly afterwards a third 
was brought from tho hydrant at the 
corner of Broughton and Government 
streets. 

In the meantime the firemen were 
working vary hard to ■get at the heart 
of the lire. It was sitiialed iit tho 
l)ack of tho store on tho llrsl floor 
storeroom, which 1.^ enclosed on three 
sides by brick walls, the onl.v en- 
trance iicing up a stairway from the 
store. The windows facing on Broad 
street were blocked uV with casks and 
cases of different kinds, making it 
estromoly diflicult to feet In. The lire- 
men, however, broke the windows from 
outside and dragged the obstructions 
through the openings thus made, and 
go'L their lines playing directly on tho 
lire. After this was done, the mastery 
of the fire was only a question of a 
short time, and within an hour from 
tho sounding of the alarm tho con- 
flagatloii was extinguished. 

The upper floors are used by the 
Royal hotel, while next door is 
AVcilor's warehouse cramiuod full with 
a valuable stock of goods. Under the 
cii'cumstatices PIre Chief Watson de- 
cided to take no chances, hut kept 
the building drenched with water, and 
was .tiuccessful In conllning the lire 
to the ))Iaco of origin, though some 
lire worked through the celling into 
tho rooms above. The carpet.^ of the 
hotel bedrooms are some of thorn a 
little damaged by water and tliere was 
considerable smoke upstairs, but 
otherwise but small Injury was done. 
Weller's warehouse wair not hurt at 
all. 

Tho cause of the flre is a mystery. 
The iiart of the building where tho 
lire started 13 not wired for electricity, 
so it could not have been a case of 
short fclrcult. The proprietors and 
their asslstiints ail '"left the building 
aboiJt 6':2tf. ' Everything? Svas all right 
then, sp the lire could not lia\ii been 
started' "by Human agency. ChU f "Wat- 
son thinks it must have been started 
by rats or mice gnawing on some 
fuses which were stored just where 
the lire began. Such things have hap- 
pened before, and no more plausible 
suggestion has been offered. 

Tho loss is now estimated at 
in the neighborhood of 512,000. Al- 
though tho shop Itself did not catch 
lire, the heat there wa.s intense, as is 
shown by the blistered palat cm tho 
celling and the scorched wrappers on 
some of the tinned goods. .Mr. Young 
said that he expected that an cxam- 
in,-ition would show tliat every pack- 
age in tho place was damaged, though 
much of tho canned goods may have 
escaped altogether. 

Tho building itself, which belongs 
to the Fell estate, is very little damag- 
ed. Some of the beams In the store 
room are charred, but that seemed 
to be about all with tho exception of 
a nunil.ier of broken windowa. There 
v.'oro no casualties among the firemen, 
though Hoseman Peterson succumbed 
for a while to the combined effects of 
too much smoke, water and hartl 
work. He exerted himself quite reck- 
lessly while tho early flght was being 
raged. 

Messrs. Copas and 'young only took 
over tlie business on the lir.<t of this 
montli, and It is fortunate that both 
the stock and the building are fully 
Insured. The stock carried Is valued 
at $14,500, on which there was In- 
.surance to the amount of ?l2.r>iiO. :\lr. 
McCabe's loss, while small, is fully 
eovered by Insurance. The dania.ged 
rpinns wore a portion of the hotel and 
occujiled by roomer.^. 

Messrsll Copas and Young staled 
last e\-eniiig that the lirni would open 
for business a;r.-iiii this morning with 
a new stoclc of go.nis. none of the 
damaged goods being tor sale. The 
members of the linn also ai>precialo 
111,, offer of Hos--, of the tJlxt 

Ro<s company, who kindly offered to 
till all orders until tho llrm might be 
in a position to again take up busl-

HERE ANP THERE 

How few people look upon a criminal 
from, tho standpidnt of our coimiion 
humanity. The thief, the miu'derer, or 
tho evil-doer is considered as one wlio 
has transgressed the laws tiial have 
been made for the proteclioii of so- 
ciety and wlio from the lime he is 
arrested lias forfeited the sympathy of 
all good men and women. Nor is this 
always tho result of hatred and evil, 
buti rather of detection aud conviction. 
Tho eagerness with which tho details 
of- crime are read by a section of llie 
public does not spring from synipatiiy 
but rather from a morbid curiosity. 
Yet, It is no less true -that'^orlminals 
arc men tmd women of like jiasslous 
witli ourselves and that, while society 
miist be protected from-thoir crimes, 
every effort should be made to lift 
them from the state into wlii(-li tln-y 
iKive fallen. 

IL Is more lliaii a c(-iUnry since How- 
ard laid dov.-n bis life in the effort to 
reform the iirlsons of tlio world, yet 
tlii-re is much in the treatment of 
criminals in this twentieth century 
that still needs correction. This is felt 
most keenly by those whoso duties 
have broughr. them into the closest 
contact with tho criminal class. In tlie 
matter of Juvenile offenders the me- 
thod of treatment lias alreaily been 
grciitlv changed, not only in the Unit- 
ed States, but in England, and in some 
parts of Canada. 'J'hat fiirtlicr re- 
.ffirm will follow in Hie t-ase of adult 
prisoners would seem to bo indicated 
by tlie ediicatlvo articles that from 
tinie to lime tippear in tlie more seri- 
ous iiress. 

lu tho current number of the Nine- 
teenth Century Sir Robert Anderson, 
whoso long experience as commissioner 
of police entitles his opinion to great 
welglit has an article on Criminals and 
Crime. This is one of several ap- 
pearing in tliat periodical relating to 
crimes against property. 

As might be expected there is 110- 
tlilng sentimental In the writing of 
such a man. He does not believe that 
a criminal shijuld be treated as an in- 
nocent person. Ho says: 

"It is not 'tlio taint of tiic prison' 
that Innuoncea llie Intelligent and 
thouglitful, but tho taint of the crime. 
iMost true it is, as I have urged with 
emphasis, that crimes are often com- 
mitted In such circumstances that the 
olfenders are deserving of pity rather 
than punishment, and geiiuino repcnt- 
auco entitles a wrongdoer to the' ut- 
most (Consideration'. But speaking 
geiierallv a criiiiiual is a bad man." 

To tlic Individual wlio makes crime 
his trade. Sir Robert Anderson believes 
no clemency should be shown. He 
not only preys upon society but cor- 
rupts it. Sucli an one should bo shut 
awav from human fellowship as ono 
infected with an Incurable but" con- 
tagious disease. There ' Is no need 
to treat him cruelly but ho must be 
(-ouliiied. Sir Robert Anderson's RTcat 
experience has taught lilm to believe 
imiilictiy in the maxim that "evil com- 
munications corrupt good manners" 
and wo arc a little startled to learn 
that many of tlio worst of the dis- 
charged prisoners art- the bad boys 
-.vlio come from good iionies. 

The reforms most insisted uiiou by 
this writer arc that in all (-ases of 
dishonesty, restitution should be made 
to the person wronged and that in 
punisliliiont tho per.son, who commits 
tho crime should bo considered and not 
the crime Itself. On this subject ho 
says: 

"The patients admitted to our pub- 
lic liospitals are more numerous 'ban 
the offenilei-s rirrai.i^ned in inir public 
courts, and yel tliangh the pliysicia;is 
V, ho deal wilh them giv.- Iheir services 
. gi-.-itnitoiisl\ . ilic 'medii-al history' of 
I e\-i-r\- ease is (-arcfnlly investigatod. 
But our judges ;\(-t like (piacks, who 
adniinistei offhand a few stock icme- 
dies to all who come up for trea'- 
nicnt." If this idea that the punisli- 
niont must be suited to the olfender. 
and not to the crime, were to be gcner- 
allv entertained it would mak(? a great 
difference In the methods of dealing 
witli wrongdoers not only in the c >,irls 
but in our homes and In our schools. 
This writer speaks in hit;!i t- riiis of 
i till- \\-ork of various is < ii--a) -'iiis 
I wliii-li are engaged in tin- lasl; i.f lead- 
ing llu- disc-barged criininal i)aek- lo 
tin; jiallis of honesty and us u'uliK-'-s, 
The ni(-n ;iiid w-'nu-ii, who try ti ri;scue 
the wrongdoer froai wiial i;se-l to be 
thought the liie\ itab!e consoiinences of 
ills acts, iiro showing in lue most 
liraellcal way their faith in Chrlsiian- 
itv. 

The general conclusions arrived at 
by the writer arc sliown in the follow- 
ing paragraph: 

"That legislation and philanthropy 

j will e\-er put ,-111 end to i-rlme in .1 
I world like ours is a. dre.ini of A-|sion- 
j ai-ies, lint criminals of the l.\-pe that 
t-ause most trouble lo the police, ami 
I most injury to tile piilille are eiitii-(-ly 
: the creatures of a stupid .-vvslem stii- 
I pidly adiiiinlstereil. And we iiei-d not 
I wait for a Solon to legislate for us, or 
I a. Caestu- lo enforce our laws. Nothing 
Is rciiuired but that the g(^ivernlug 
authority, by which I mean of course 
'tlu^ man in the street' shall sliaK-e frt-e 
from the superstitions and iiri^judices 
which now prevail in this sphere, and 
face tho problem In the llglit of or- 
dinary intelligence and ( ommon sense. 
If every one who by deliher.itely fol- 
lowing a career of crlnn^ bus dec-lared 
himself an outlaw were treated as an 
outlaw, Sir .lames Stf-iihens' foi-(-cast 
would come true, 'tliat only re,-illy bad 
offenders might in a few y.-ars lie made 
as rare as wolves,' And if effect were 
systciiiallc.-illy given to that otln-r fea- 
ture of the c-ode of tin- tlieoei-acy, and 
tho interests and rights of the victims 
of crime wero always remembered and 
enforced, the trade of the professional 
thief and tho professional receiver 
woiilii be destroyed. Crimes In plenty 
would remain, but tln-y wmild be of 
the kind tliat ,';priug from the weak- 
iii-sses and p.'issions of human nature, 
iiiid the gii-at volume iif crime, which 
Is now such ,-1 burden aiul sm-li a si-iin- 
dal, would be sensibly and rapidly dl- 
inlliishc-d,"

Alaska Steamship Company's 
■ Liner Breaks Back and 
Bulkheads Fall 



THE VESSEL IS ABANDONED 



Crew Withdrawn and Watch- 
■ men Remain to See if Any 
1 ;• • Salvage Can Be Had 



A private despatcli received liero 
yesterday atatea that tlie steamer 
Saratoga, wliicli struclc on the reef at 
the west end of Busby island Prince 
WUUam Sound, lust Friday, has brok- 
en her back, lier bulkheads Imve 
broken In, and the vessel will bo a 
total loss. Consequently the steamer 
Salvor of the B. C. Salvage company 
which was ready to proceed to assist 
the vessel, will not bo despatched. 
The steamer has been abandoned to 
the underwriters , who will, take Im- 
mediate steps to httvo an independent 
survey made, a cablesrani having been 
sent to Valdos to that cttect. 

A cablegram from Valdes by way 
of Dawson and Skagivay, i^ays that 
Capl. Scliag-o of the Saratoga has giv-, 
en up £ill hope of saving the vessel. 
Early Saturday morning there was no 
water in the holds, and it was an- 
ticipated that it would bo possible to 
lloat her. To this end the crow 
worked all tlio harder to jettison the 
cargo of ore, and late In the after- 
noon accompilshotl the taik of heav- 
ing all the ore overboard. When the 
ore was removed, however, the sup- 
port it gave to the bulkheads was 
lost and in the swell produced by a 
southwest iwlnd the bulkheads, gave 
way. 

The straining of the vessel with this 
stiffening removed, caused several 
plates to crack, and at low tide she 
was lying w'th seven feet of water In 
her bolds. She is hard on the 'reef 
with the rising tide, and with ithe 
vsouthwest wind developing Into a galo 
she Is pounding heavily; on the rocks 
and la expected to break up within 
the next twelve hours. 
. All the crew has been withdrawn 
'from the Saratoga except two men, 
who have been left behind as watch- 
men. The steamer Elsie will remain 
alongside tlie wreck to salvo any- 
thing obtainable as long as the weather 
permits. /The two watchmen are pro- 
vided with a lifeboat containing a 
keg of fre.sh water and provisions and 
will stay in the lee of the reef until 
relieved in case the Elsie has' to put 
In for shelter. 

The Alaska Steamshb Company on 
Sunday night received the following 
cable message from Capt. Schage, of 
the Saratoga: "I con.sidor the Sara- 
toga a total los.s. There are seven 
feet of water in the ship, and her 
compartment biilklieads are gone. I 
have abandoned her except to leave 
two watchmen on board, and will 
bring tlie crew down on the Yuca- 
tan." 

The Ala.slca Stcainsliip company 
will imniediatoly take steps to charter 
another vessel to take the place of 
the Saratoga, for while the other ves- 
sels of the same flcot used In the 
Nome trade will be idle for the next 
two months, attor that date every 
available bottom i.-i spoken for to han- 
dle the Northern trade.

DISASTER ON THE 
NORTif JAPAN COAST 



Mutsu IVIaru Founders After a 
Collision Witii Most of 
Tiiose on Board 



A cablegram from Toklo says the 
Wutsu Maru, a coasting steamer W 
aiG tons, employed on the YoKOham'a- 
Hakodate and Aqmorl steamship line 
by the Nippon Yuscn kalsha, was sunk 
after.- riOollislon with the coasting 
steamer Hldeyoshl Maru, an ex> 
British; steamer, the Orduna, at 2:30 
a.m. yesterday, two miles off Todo- 
hokke, a village lying at the foot -of 
IMount Fsan, one of the larger vol- 
canoes of Hokkaido. The captain of 
the Mutsu maru and the majority of 
her 211 passengers .and 43 crew per- 
ished. The Hldoyoslil Maru and an- 
other steamer rojcuod the survivors. 

The coastline at Todohokke Is very 
bold and suggestive of the west coast 
of Vancouver island. Many tourists 
visit the section, going to see the ac- 
tive volcano of Fsan, about 2,000 feet 
high, which is the lirst point on the 
island of Hokkaido sighted from the 
coa.itlng steamers, which l)ly with the 
lost Mutsu Jlaru, in a dally service 
between Yokohama and Hakodate. 
The scene of the disaster Is about 
llftv milc^ from Hakodate. 

The Mutsu Maru was an iron screw 
slcainer wilh one Iron dCCk, an awn- 
ing deck !ind throe tiers of beams, of 
.TIG tons gross, 567 toi^a nef, and wa.-i 
nearly u quarter 0^~'a bentUry old, be- 
ing billlt at Dumbarton by H, Mur- 
ray & Co., In ISSi. She was en- 
gined by the builders of the steamer 
Quadra. Fleming & Ferguson of 
Paisley, Scotland. The Mutsu Maru 
was 196 feet long, 25.0 feet beam and 
19.5 feet deep. 

The Hldeyoshl Maru Is an Iron 
screw steamer of 696 tons gros.=, 432 
tons net, and before she was sold to 
the .Japanese owners was the British 
steamer Orduna. Sho was built thirty- 
one years ago at Sunderland and Is 
owned by TanI Saburo, a JapanoHO 
shipowner of Kobe, Japan. She l3 
191.2 feet long, 26.4 feet beam and 11.4 
feet deep.

The story of a strange shipwreck on 
the high seas and a narrow escape from 
death was told by Capt. Griffla and the 
crew of five of the Baltimore schooner 
William H. Skinner. 220 tons, aban- 
doned at Kca, on their arrival hero to- 
day aboard the Cunard Unor Etruria 
from Liverpool, .say3 a New Tork des- 
patch of yesterday.'s date. 

The Skinner sailed from Georgetown 
South Carolina, February 14, for New 
Haven, Conn., With a cargo of lumber. 
The next day the schooner ran Into a 
heavy gale and In a high sea, the heav- 
ily laden craft began to leak. In tho 
pitch and pound of tho combers the 
seams of tho Skinner began to open. 
The crow manned the pumps, but tho 
schooner filled rapidly and suddenly 
turned over on her port side. 

Captain GrlfTls and the crew- scram- 
bled up on the ytarboard side of the 
hull and lashed themselves, fast. Swept 
by tho seas the men tlius remained 
for three hours, when the schooner 
suddenly righted itself. Cutting them- 
solvos free from tho lashings t.hc ci-'-w 
•succeeded In reaching the scliooiier's 
deck. 

Days pas.sed and provisions and wat- 
er, tiiough carefully husbanded, gave 
only scant nourlsliment to Captain 
f;rl<Ils and his mcti. In a week's time 
they faced death from starvation. On 
l.\>hruary 22, when hope Avas nlmosi 
lost, the British Steamer Bray Head, 
bound from Galveston for Belfast, was 
sighted. Tho Bray Head bore down 
on the water logged schoonor ond took 
oft her eallors. 

The Skinner was abandoned In lati- 
tude 35.44 north, longitude 71.20 west. 
She was built in Baltimore In 1.S93.

Resolutions Adopted at Meet- 
ing Forwarded to Secre-- 
• tary iVIorley 



Vancouver, Jlarch 23. — Two separ- 
ate meetings of the Hindus of V;in- 
couvcr and vicinity wore held In the 
city yesterday, the largest assembling 
in the Sikh' temple^'on- Second avenue, 
I^'alrvlow,, while thtf other conyened at 
the Maple I,eaf boarding house on 
Granville . street, which is the head- 
tjuartera for a 'largo section of the lo- 
cal residents of the race. At both 
meetings the tlieino of discussion was 
the recent order ot deportation Issued 
figalnst one hundred and forty-two 
Hindus by virtue of the working of 
the Dominion order In council forbid- 
ding the landing of immigrants coining 
from other lands than of their birth 
or naturalization. The addresses of the 
various si)eakers were earnestly dcllv- 
oi'od and there seemed to be but one 
mind at both meetings coni'erning the 
action. 

The formal action ot tlio gatherings 
wa.s an authorization to the leaders to 
send the following cablegram to the 
imi)erlai authorities: 

"John Morley, secretary of state for 
India. Homo oflice, I^ondon, lOng.; 

"Mass meeting pi natives of Indi;^ 
protest deportation and exclusion from 
Canada. As British subjects claim 
government i)rotet.tion throughout em- 
pire. If our interests overlooked 
brothers In India must necessarily re- 
sent 3'our government's neglect. Uda- 
yram." 

The signature ajipendod to the cable- 
gram Is that of a Icailing Hindu of the 
colony at Mlllslde, who now operates 
a sujiply store at that place. 

irindtis who were interviewed this 
morning as to the situation disclosed 
at the meeting, state that o\-ery speak- 
er strongly cx|)ressed the sentiment 
that the news of the attempted depor- 
tation of Hindus from "the Dominion 
would greatly Increase the unrest 
among the natives ot India when It was 
learned in the Orient. 



l-tindus Look to Panami, 

Bellingham, March 23.— In view of 
the humiliating annoyances to which 
the Hindus in British Columbia have 
been subjected and the raphl growth 
Of the teellng here that the white races 
In the British empire have no use for 
them, the more intelligent ot the Sikhs 
are jjlanning an exodus to the Isth- 
mus of Panama. 'Twenty cents an 
hour Is iiald to 11 Indus on the canal 
and the men fecfl,' themselves. .N'egroes 
get less and th'i:''- canal commission

Butte Built in More Ways Than One 
on a Square Mile of Copper. 

The history of American mining 
towns presents many examplos of the 
determining effect of mineral deiio.sit.s, 
Butte, Mon., Is a city of (12,000 inhabi- 
tants snijported by copper underlying 
about one sciuare mile of land surface. 
The motal forms the .sole raison d'etre 
of this, .conslderablo .settlement, for In 
Other respects the region, is unproduc- 
tive and unattractive; without the 
mines tlie looality would support with 
difficulty a : ppRulattoft of 100 souls, 

The mineral detioslts of Ifevada oc- 
cur beneath strips of land a few hun- 
dred feet in widtli and in the midst of 
a hopeless. desert,, but tliey Jiave form- 
ed plausible pretext, says Harper's 
Magazine, for adding a State to the 
union and two senators to ' congress. 
The declino of the lodes has now re- 
duced Virginia City to a population of 
2,500, aa ttff,1In.'5t 11,000 In lSSO, when it 
wa.s one of the busiest cities in Am- 
erica In tlie midst of a superlatively 
"booming" .-itate. In 1000 Nevada was 
credited with a poimlatlon of -tl.',33il — a 
llguro .somewhat under that for 1870; 
thus this state, with an area twice that 
of New England, lias less jiopulatlon 
than AValerbury, Conn. 

Through the existence of mineral 
products in close proximity Pittsburg 
has become the eniiiorlum for coal, pe- 
troleum and iron. Its case differs, 
however, from the above, for its de- 
velopment was far les.-^ artillelal and 
its destiny could never he that of the 
regions already mentioned. 

Three navigable rivers converge at 
this point; valleys eunlc in a plateau 
provide natural routes for approaching 
railways. Natural and unnatural ac- 
cess. It may be added, are contrasted 
at Pittsburg by the fact that one rail- 
road has recently been forced to ex- 
pend $35,000,000 to effect an entrance 
to the citj- by overcoming a minor geo- 
graphic obstacle.

— The outlook 
for frnlt growers In Kootenay and in all 
Brltisli Columbia was never better tlian 
it is now. The fruit season of 1908 Is 
, certain, unless unexpected and incon- 
ceivable disaster occurs, to far eclipse 
any prevloiis years. 

As was anticipated by its promoters 
the organization of the Central l-'rult 
F.xchaiige has had the Immediate i.-ffect 
of enabling the management of tln^ dis- 
trict associations, by whose! affiliation 
It Is formed, to deal directly and on far 
more favm-able terms than before, with 
the dealers In lh(> Nortlnvest, British 
Columbia's nearest and be;it market. 

,Iames .lolmson. secretary of the C<mi- 
tral Kxchange, has received word that 
the Vernon Fruit Growers' Association, 
whose holding aloof was the ohiof re- 
gret of those interested, has signified 
Its Intention of Joining the exchange. 

The result is tliat piaellcally all tlie 
Important organizations <jC fruit grow- 
ers in the whole province are now unit- 
ed, and from the headquarters at Revel- 
stoko will collect and market tho pro- 
duce. ■ 

Mr. .lohnstone further stales that or- 
ders have already bi'cn received from 
responsilile dealers in IIh' northwestern 
centres, sufficient in amount to handle 
the whole output of the province, cal- 
culated from the production of any year 
to date. 

Nothing could be more saiisfnctory. 
All the growers have to do Ik to raisi! 
iind harvest tho fruit and sliij) It to 
Revelstokc. The exchange will do the 
lest, and all proceeds will be distrib- 
uted. 

It is i)ractlcaly certain, also, lliat the 
local markets In this province will be 
much better this yeiir than formerly, 
especially on Vancouver Island, where 
there will bo many large construction 
c.ampii. There will also be tlie new 
markin at Prince Rupert, which will 
have a large and steady demand, and 
widch ought to bo supplied from the 
older, settled parts of the province. 

If tile expectations of Mr. .lohnstone 
and the other promoters of the excli.ango 
are realized this year, it cannot fall to 
result in such ii stimulus to the settle- 
ment and cultivation of land in British 
Columbia as will make even the growth 
of the last few years look Insignificant.
